its traffic committee has been work- 
ing m season and out of season for a 
reduction of rates, as the very exist- 
ence ot shippers depends upon some 
relief in this direction.

advises shippers to be patient, as good 
results will come out of the session at 
Atlanta.

"WASHINGTON. May 23.—Propa- 
ganda may force the deportation of 
Mrs. Hannah Chaplin, mother of the 
film comedian. Charlie Chaplin. 
It 
became known today that powerful 
forces are at work insisting that fif 
Mrs. Chaplin, temporary immigrant, 
remains, more than 100 others ad- 
mitted under the same circumstances 
also should remain. 
Mrs. Chaplin who is an actress was 


temporarily admitted to the United 
States for one year. Because of shell- 
shock suffered during an air raid on 
London-fey German Zeppelins in 1917 
fhe 'was barred under the medical 
provisions of the immigrant law. 
As 
is often done, however, she was ad- 
mitted temporarily. 
Immediately after arriving 
here 


Mrs. Chatlin was taken to California 
where Charlie had prepared a home 


for her and has been living there 
quietly ever since. 
The year's grace granted her is 


about to expire. Several days ago at- 
torneys for Chaplin submitted an ap- 
plication for extension of the tempo- 
rary stay and sent in also a certificate 
of physicians saying she had improved 
wonderfully since reaching California. 
The secretary of labor has authority 
to grant an extension, but an official 
of the department tonight said an or- 
ganized propaganda had been started 
by powerful influences to prevent any 
action against about 150 similar cir- 
cumstances, if an extension is granted 
to Mrs. Chaplin. 
It is understood the commissioner 


of Immigration approved, the exten- 
sion, but the question "was to be de- 
cided by the secretary, -who is waiting 
for additional facts on the case.
